London, Sept. 21. —The international 
yacht raca controversy hold its place aa the 
topic of first interest with the London pub 
Ho during the past week. With tho publi- 
cation of tho full correspondence between 
E»rl Dunraven on tho ono aide, and the Cup 
cominifctoo of tho Now York Yaoht Club 
and Mr. Iaelin on the other, a decided 
change of sentiment came over Enfflish 
yaohtsmen. While it wbb impossible to alter 
tho opinion which provaila among English 
men in gonoral that tho Valkyrie III wbb 
done out of tho America's eup by unfair 
means, there is reason to believe that the 
authorities on yachting aro not at all dis 
posed to endorse the course which has boon 
pursued by Lord Dunraven. Tho moat sig- 
nificant indication of this is Admiral Fitz 
gorald's lottor to tho Timoa condemning 
Lord Dunraven and praising Mr. Iaelin for 
hio odor to ro sail the race. Equally signi- 
ficant ia the fact that tho Times gave Ad- 
miral Fitzgerald's letter auoh prominonoo in 
ItacolumnB. If the Defender should come 
to tho Mediterranean or English waters 
next year aho will find 

I'LENTY 01' COMPETITORS. 

Mr. L D. Roso has bought tho Satanita, 
which, with the Britannia, Ailsa and Co- 
lumna, gooa to the Mediterranean. 

King Leopold of Belgium has sold to 
Colonel North, tho " Nitrate King," a mile 
of tho sea front of Ostond, the sum paid 
boing SI, 500,000. It Is said Col. North in- 
tends to found there an international sport- 
ing club which will bo the centre of horeo 
racing, public gardena etc. The tract pur- 
ohastU begins just boyond King's pavilion. 
Oatand already Bharos with Monte Carlo 
tho reputation of being the faateat place in 
all Europe. During the past summer it has 
boon visited by some of tho most notorious 
gamblors and other disreputables, but under 
new auepiooB ib promises to oollpae all 
provioua reoordB.

ia impending, are accepted in Berlin aa sot- 
thing for the preaent the question of Em- 
peror Wilbelm's intention of displacing 
Prince Hohenloho. The fact must not be 
forgotten, however, that tho agitation 
againab Prince Hohonloho proceeds from the 
same quarters and ia proaecnted upon the 
same lines, and, significantly enough, un- 
der almosb the same oiroumatancoB aa the 
agitation whioh preceded the fall of Count 
von Caprivl. People are beginning to ask 
themaelvea whether the Emperor Wilhelm'a 
returnfrom ahootingatRomainton will be tho 
signal for another change in the chancellor- 
ship auch as followed his return from Count 
von Eulonborg's estate, last year. Prinoo 
Hohenlohe haa gob baok from hla long vaca- 
tion looking much stouter and more robust 
than he did laat winter. The other minis- 
ters are also ro turning to Berlin one by one. 

The BundeBrabh will reassemble early in 
October, when the puzzling question of deal- 
ing with the socialist and other difficult sub- 
jects will come up for its consideration. In 
viow of Inevitable complioationa, it is not 
safe to count muoh longer upon the duration 
of tho presenb regime, There ia libtio doubt 
aa to the trnthof the Vorwaert'a declaration 
that Prince Hohenlohe is merely aotint; as a 
warming pan for Bomo under atateaman, and 
ono more In accord with the Emperor's 
views, who will ero long succeed him in the 
office of Imperial Chancellor. 

Germany's foreign policy, 
aa far aa it haa been directed or influenced 
by Herr Von Btlberstoin, haa not boon satis- 
faotory to Emperor William for some time 
past. Ic is rumored in Berlin that the Em- 
peror's frequont traveling companion and 
intimate friend of late, Baron Klderlen- 
Letohter, whom he decorated with tho grand 
cross of the Iron Crown, after the Stottin 
maL.LU.vren of last week, ia designed to suc- 
ceed Von Bilboratein in the office of Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affaire. 

Although Von Hammeratoln, thefugitivo 
ex chiof oditor of tha Germain Krouz Zai. 
tung, might be extradited from England 
and brought here for trial under exlating 
troatioa, and in Bpito of tho ov'dinoe which 
the direotora of tho Kreuz Zaitung havo 
placod In the handa of tho public proBeou- 
tor, tho Baron continues to instigato tho 
publication of tho 

compromising letters 
wrltton by the Conservative party to per- 
sonages of nigh poaition. lb ia announced 
that oighty of theso lotters, containing 
startling facta, are about to be ieaued in 
pamphlet form. It is understood that their 
contents rolato to the illicit lovn affairs of 
the Baron and to his financial epeculationB ; 
but thoy are regarded aa politically impor- 
tant, aa showing that tho lendora of the Con- 
servative party wero cogniz»nt of theae In- 
trigues. It ia now stated that Baron von 
Hammersiein haa not yot roaigned from tho 
dieb and reichatng, of both of whioh bodies 
ho was a member. 

Prince Henry of Prussia, brother of tho 
Emporor William, will utilize the year's 
furlongh from his othor duties aa an admiral 
of the Gorman navy bo become acquainted 
with the various branches of foreign govern^ 
ment administration. Ho will visit tho 
courts of England, Italy and Auatria, and 
will also vialb Paris for tho first time. When 
he gosB to the French capital it will be in- 
cognito. 



SMUGGLING IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Government Continues to Disregard All Ho- 
presentations for the Prosecution 
of the Offenders. 

St. John's, Nil., Sept. 21.— Public Inter- 
est in the smuggling controversy remains 
unabated. Tho government leaders are 
very indignant about bho striotnres upon 
their oonduot made by bhelr organ, the 
Telegraph. Much bad feeling la arising be- 
cause the government disregard all re- 
presentations made for the prosecution of 
the offenders. Division among the party 
ranks seems Inevitable. The newspapers 
aoouoe tho steamers running between this 
port and Now York of being largely en- 
gaged in smuggling, and steamers plying 



along the coast from Halifax are also ac 
cused of doing a large contraband business. 
The royal aseont has been given to the bill 
reduoing the aalarica of tho Governor, tho 
judgea and other offioiala. Governor O'Brien 
refused his assont to the bill before leaving 
here.

Montreal, Sept. 21. —Mr. ShortiB, 
father of " Bortio," ShortiB, ab presenb in 
the Montreal juil awaiting trial for the 
Valloyfield murders, bus sent out to tho 
widow and family of Maximo Leboeuf, ono 
of the victims, tho sum of §1,000. 

School Question Discussed. 
Montreal, Sept. 21. — Hon. Mr. Lanrior 
addrossed » large meeting at Ste. Anno do 
la Porado, and referred to the Manitoba 
school quostion. He accused tho govern- 
ment of having two policios on tho question, 
and of seeking to mislead tho people. Mr. 
Joncaa, M.P., apeaking on the school quea- 
tion.aaid: "I do not think Mr. Greenwuy 
will do anything in tho school question. It 
will remain for tho federal government to 
call tho houae and pass a remedial order." 

Well Known Hotel Man Itcnd. 

Toronto, Sept. 21.— Joseph Daly, aged 
45, proprietor of the D»ly house and one of 
tho boat known hotel men in tho province, 
died yesterday. 

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Principal Grant Thinks if It Were Detached 
From Politics It Could Be 
Easily Settled. 

Toronto, Sept. 21.— (Special) -Prinoipal 
Grant has his fourth letter on the Manitoba 
school quostion in the Globe to-day. He 
saya there is a eerious aide to tho situation ; 
people aro being induced by government to 
betray what thoy believe to be tho cauBO of 
religion. That can bo done only to their 
serioua lose ; whatever injures the man in- 
jurea the oitlzan. Work of that kind la cer- 
tainly nob the duty of the state. Some men 
yield to tho temptations which are offered. 
Ib may be said these are, thereby, simply 
delivered from superstition, But wheat 
grows with tho tarea. Their whole spiritual 
natures are Injured. Stronger or more sen- 
sible men do nob yield aid they are angered 
at injustice to themselves, the loss of their 
ohildren and their desertion by their neigh- 
bors and compatriots. Enough has been 
Baid to show that if this vexed question 
were only dotaehed from politics ib conld be 
settled with comparative ease.

(From tho Inland Sentinel.) 
On Sunday the ritlloa out of one of the 
■Inice boxea of the Thompson River Hydrau- 
lio Co. ab Tracquille were taken out and tho 
gravel colleoted in it washed out. Three 
ounces were got as the roBulb of the woek'a 
work, equal to 12 daya of one man. The 
amounb of money invested ab thia place ia 
comparatively small. Ab bedrock richer 
p*y ia expeoted, and as the work dono so 
far ia in the line of exploiting the gravel 
bulk the result must bo considered satis- 
factory. Farther up tho Btream J. B. La 
tremoulllo has four men working. Here the 
gravel trom the bottom of the oreek is being 
washed. This gold is of a bright yellow 
color, different from that found only a few 
hundred yardB away and of a larger size, 
nnggeta of 50 cents and SI being quite oom- 
mon. It ia thought that quite a largo pro- 
portion of the finer gold has been carried 
over, ao that changes will be necessary yet, 
bnb a fair clean up waa got. From tho dif- 
ferent nature of the ground worked ab the 
various placea one would judge that gold 
may be found anywhere along tho oreek, 
either on the benches or in the bod of the 
stream. 

It is propoaed to build a firat clasa modern 
hotel In a good location in this oity — looa 
tion, building and equipment to coat in tho 
neighborhood of §30,000. It 1b propoBod to 
raUe the necessary funds for this purpose by 
the formation of a joint stock company with 
a capital stock of §50,000, in 1,000 aharos of 
tho par value of $50 each.

Hunter Dan Lewis, of the aealingacbooner 
Altio I. Algar, wbioh returned to Seattle on 
Friday, oame over on the Sound ateamer yea 
terday morning. Tho Algar brings con 
firmatlon of the reports of the loss of Mate 
Nelaon, of the San Francisco aoaler Rattler, 
who waa a brother of the captain, and a 
Bailor. Tho two disappeared in a hunters' 
boat, and were probably devourod by 
"killers" in May, on the Japan ooaab, 
The captain searched for daya for hia 
brother, bub finally gave up hope. The 
Algar reaohed Behrlng sea by AuguBt 1, In 
time to begin with the seaeon, but 1,000 of 
her 1,200 akina had boon secured on the 
Japan coaab, where guna were used. 

The steamer Willapa arrived at Port 
Townaend from Alaska yesterday morning. 
She brought down tho remains of Peter Nel 
Bon, one of the crew, who was icjurod at 
Junoau by a bull, whioh gored him about 
tho chest anil abdomen, from the effecta of 
whioh he died within an hour.

Tho following ia the report of the Collegi- 
ate school for the year ending Midsummer, 
1895 S— 

My Lord :— Wo beg to forward to you the 
third annual ropord of tho school, which has 
been delayed beyond the usual date, owing 
to Your Lordship's abaouco in England. Ab 
regards numbers, tho school still continues 
small, but this has the advantage of enab- 
ling ua to give more individual attontion to 
theboyBunderourcaro. During thiela3tyoar 
we havo had the benefit of Mr. Lefroy's 
help, whioh haB been a decided gain to 
the school, The general behavior haa 
been excellent and we aro glad 
to report that there is an ex- 
ceedingly good moral lone among 
the boys, This ia largely duo to the fact 
that religious inatruction, if rightly given, 
doea inauce hoalthy morality ; and as a 
Church of England school, religious instruc- 
tion is an important part of our curriculum. 
The examinations at midsummer of this 
yoar were based on the Teachers' and High 
School examination paperB. Tho head boy 
of the school, ayed 15.\ years, gained 
70 per cent, on a grade A arithmetic paper, 
56 per oont. on a grade B Euclid paper, 52 
por cent, on a grade 15 algebra paper, G9 per 
cent, on a Rrude A French paper and 37 per 
cent, on a grade A Latin papor. As he 
was not especially prepared for these 
papers, ' the reault is, we think, highly 
crtcliuble. In Form V, of which the 
average age is 14.} years, tho paperB 
wero mainly thoeo of tho High School 
Midsummer examination, and the total 
average was betweon 48 and 50 per cent. 
As regarda these results also, there was no 
preparation especially pointing to examin- 
ation, Tho form did Its usual work, and 
finally as a teat theso papers were given to 
see to what oxtent the general information 
would produce satisfactory results. It may 
be suggested that 50 per cent, is not very 
high, bub it Ib undoubtedly more beneficial 
to have a form average of 50 por cent, than 
to havo one or two boys obtaining 70 or 80 
per oont., whilo the remainder cannot 
aohievo more than 30 per conb. Exceed- 
ingly high results generally show either that 
the examination was too easy to be 
fair test, or that tho range of 
examination eubj^ob matter waa too 
limited to be worthy of a tost. 
Tho junior forms did fairly well, bub with 
them an examination after the first day is 
very much a matter of chance. Of the boyB 
deserving speoial mention, we beg to report 
Aspland I, who is hoad of the school and has 
dono very well ; Haniugton I, whoso work 
showed great improvement and thorough- 
ness, and who is now hoad of Form V ; Ver- 
non I , for steady improvement and dili- 
gence ; Hanington 1 1 , for industry, who la- 
boring undor difficulties owing to ill health 
still achieved a marked success ; Monteith, 
for improvement ; and Gillespie, who 
ia head of Form I, for perse- 
verance and improvomenb. Tho Divinity 
prize this year .goeB to Hardogton II, 
Wo aro sorry that, owing to tho limited 
nun. bar of boys in tho school, and the diffi- 
culty of obtaining a ground, wo have been 
unable to do very much in the way of 
sports, but hope to do better in this respect. 
The need aud usefulness of games for boya 
require no demonstration, and circum- 
stances only have prevented the school giv- 
ing a practical proof of its belief in them.

explanation. Aoother Belgian newspaper 
not quite bo friendly to tho enorRetio " com- 
mandant" " positively affirms that two offi- 
cers who aoaompanied Captain Lothalre re- 
fused to take part In the court-martial upon 
Mr. Stokes and that thoy wore replaced by 
two non commissioned officers." Another 
journal states that Dr. Miohauz, who was 
attachod to the expedition, protested strongly 
against tho oxecution of Mr. Stukes. 
So desirous was ho to save the man's life 
that ho got up at four o'clock in tho morn- 
ing to ask Captain Lothaire where Mr. 
Stokes was as ho desired to speak to him, 
Tho Captain's only aDSwer was to show him 
the dead body of his late prisoner hanging 
from a bamboo. The Doctor wbb bo shocked 
and bo indignant at the whole business that 
hi insisted on leaving the expedition at 
once. 

This summary execution of a British sub 
jsot in the wilds of Africa and tho confisoa 
tion -of his properly has a very unpleaBant 
appoaranco, and it will no doubt be made 
the subject of striob inquiry by the British 
Government. 



A NEW DISPUTE. 

Great Britain has a dispute with the 
Congo States relative to tho trial and execu- 
tion of Mr. Stokes. This gentleman was ac- 
cused by Captain Lothaire in the service of 
Congo State of having committed acts 
against that state which he considered treas- 
onable. Mr. Stokes was arrested by Capt, 
Lothaire, tried by a court-martial consisting 
of tho Captain himself and two non-oom- 
missioned efficera, convicted and executed. 
All this took place In the wilds of Central 
Africa, where the proceedings of those in 
authority are necessarily summary and some- 
what rude. 

ThiB Mr. Stokes was a British subjoot. 
He is described as a Protestant Irishman 
from Ulster. He went out to Africa as a 
missionary, but lb appears that he was not 
long in finding ont that attempting to con- 
vert tho heathen was not hla vocation and 
ha took to trading, in which business he met 
with considerable success. Ib soemB, too, 
that he became a bit of a politician as well 
»s a trader, for he " established " Mwanga a 
chief or king, who, if our memory sorvee us, 
had something to do with Uganda. 

Being a British subjoot, ib is the duty of 
the British Government to find out wheth- 
er or not he was fairly tried acaording 
to the laws of the country, by 
» competent tribunal. When Captain 
Lothaire came acroas Mr. Stokos he was in 
pursuit of a notorious Arab chief named 
Kibonge, who was in revolt against the 
Congo State, and who was accused of being 
tho murderor of Emln Pasha. When the 
Captain arrived at a place called Kilunga 
ha ,found his man Kibongo already a pris- 
oner, his followers having mutinied. While 
it this place Captain Lothaire received let- 
ters from a British merchant, who stated 
that he was in tho neighborhood and olaimed 
protection for his ivory and other goods 
whioh he intended to carry to the East 
Coast. This merohanb was the ex-mission 
»ry Stokes. Captain Lothairo states that ho 
found among tho Arab chief's effects treason- 
able lotters from Mr. Stokos, and that other 
■ lubtera oi tho sameoharacterfromthatporson 
had been handed to him by different ohitfa. 
We may say here that Kibonge had been 
aummarily tried and shot beforo the discov- 
ery of these Stakes lotters had boen made, 
in them Mr. StokoB informod Kibonge that 
ho would shortly join him againsb tho forces 
of the Congo State, and he made suggos- 
tionB as to how tho expected attack of tho 
sxpedltion should be withstood. Tho infor- 
mation contained in theao lottors, tho Cap- 
tain doolarefl, was corroborated by tho ovid- 
anco of tho nativo chiefs, who also stated 
that Stokes had sold largo quantities of 
sims and ammunition to Klbunge to bo 
uBod against tho foroos of Con- 
go State. In foot, according to 
Captain Lothaire, there was a very 
jtrong oase against Mr. Stokos. Tho arms 
tuci ammunition In Kibongo's possession 
whon ho was mado prlsonor by his followers 
were seized, and Captain Lothairo sent mon 
bo whoro Mr. Stokos was sojourning to 
jolze hla ivory and other stores, aud to take 
him prisoner. When Mr. Stokos wr.B 
brought before tho oourt martlal he, accord 
Ing to tho story told by his captor, made a 
aloan broast of it. Ho acknowledged tho 
jkuthentiolty of tho compromising letters, and 
he confessed to having sold tho insurgent 
chief arms and ammunition. It is oasy to 
understand that under Uicbo circumstances 
ib waB all up with Mr. Stokos. The court- 
marbial found him guilty of treason and " a 
flagrant participation in tho war againsb 
the stato, which .merited death," and 
he wae accordingly sontoncod to die. Ib is 
nob said what baoame of Mr. Stokos' ivory 
s.nd stores, neither is lb Bald whothor or 
nob Mr. Stokes' letters aro -accessible. 

The above particulars of Mr. StokeB' ap- 
prehension and trial appeared in a Belgian 
journal friendly to Captain Lothairo. There 
aro othor details which givo the story a some- 
what different complexion and whioh require 



TARIFF REVISION IN 

NSW SOUTH WALES. 

Tho polioy of the Government of New 
South Wales ia to remit specific customs 
dutios to tho oxtont of some two millions 
and a half dollars 1 , and to lovy dlroot taxos 
to about thab amount. Tho burdon of taxa- 
tion in not in any degree to bo loosened, but 
it is proposed to make property boar a heav- 
ier sharo of it than it lias previously done. 
In fact, property — land and income — aro to 
make good to tho rovonuo what ia taken 
from it by tho remission of customs duties. 
The Govornmont fixed tho land tax at a 
penny in tho pound of land value, with 
an exemption of £475, This moans 
that the owner of land to the 
value of about S'2,.'i00 will not pay any land 
tax. The income tax is to be sixpenoe in 
tho pound ; but all inoomos under SI. 500 a 
year aro exempt. The objecb of these ex- 
emptions is plain enough. Ib is to make 
property pay moro than its fair share of 
taxation. This Is tho kind of tariff revision 
that tho freo traders of Now South Wales 
propose. The Legislative Council rejected 
thiB measure, whioh its members believed to 
bo unjust and detrimental to tho welfare of 
the country. There is a class of reformers 
in these days who believe thab it is good 
policy to place all possible burdens ou real- 
ized wealth. But they will find that such a 
polioy will cripple the reBources of the coun- 
try and loasen its tax-paying power without 
conferring the slightest benefit on those who 
do nob possess property. Tho experiment 
whioh New South Wales proposes to make 
will be watohed by the people of other parts 
of tbo Empire with interest.

THE NEW REMEDY. 

Many peoplo aro no doubt desirous to 
know whether or not the new remedy fcr 
diphtheria has proved efficacious. Some 
timo has elapsed Blocs itB discovery. It has 
been used extensively by physioians In 
many countries. Some of these physioians 
have, no donbt, kept a record of tho oases 
in which tho diphtheria antitoxine was used. 
What has been tho result 2 A systematic 
inquiry has ib seems been made in Germany. 
Schedules were forwarded to the physicians 
of that country and tho results of the in- 
quiry have been published. They aro sub- 
stantially as follows ; 

The period ooverod was from Oct. 1, 1894 
to April 1, 1895, and the record includes 
10,312 cubos of diphtheria. As the serum 
remedy was not in general use dnring the 
first part ab least of this period of six 
months, It Ib cob ab all surprising that in 
nearly one half of these casos the now reme- 
dy was nob applied. Of tho entire number, 
5,833 were treated with anti-toxine, while 
4,479 were nob. This division afforded an 
excellent opportunity for comparisons, and 
ib is shown that the mortality in tho first 
uroup (treatod with anti-toxine) was only 
9 por cent., as against 14 7 per cent, for 
tho second group. 

Comparisons which tako into account 
tho ages of patients and tho dates on 
which the remody was first applied aro 
even more favorable to the cow treat- 
ment. In 401 cases , children under 
tho age of two years, in which the cura- 
tive serum was administered on tbo first 
or socond day of illness tho mortality 
WHS 11 8 por cent, as againBt 39 7 por cent, 
under similar conditions when anti-toxino 
was not used. It may bo noted, also, thab 
tho mortality was only 4 por cont. in i!,556 
oaBes of childron between tho ages of two 
and ten years, in which tho now remody was 
ueed at an o?irly stage, as compared with a 
ratoof 15 2 por cont. for children within tho 
same age limits who wore troated without 
anti-toxino. Early treatment of G9G patients 
moro than ton years old with serum showed 
a mortality of only 1 por cont. as compared 
with 3.7 por cont. under tho ordinary treat- 
ment. Ib iBjimportant that bho anti-toxino 
should bo administered at tho beginning of 
tho Illness ; with every successive day there- 
uftor it becomes less and less offeotivo. 
Theao statistics show a death rato of only 
4.2 per oont. for cases treatod with soru;v. 
on the first or socond day, againat the rato 
of 14 7 per cont. for oil tho oaaeB in which 
tho now remedy was not usod, 

It is now known that tetanus, or lockjaw, 
is caused by a characteristic bacillus, and 
an anti-toxine has boon found for that die 
eaao. The remody haa boon fairly success 
ful, although tho number of oasos in which 
it has boen usod aro comparatively few, 
An English phyBloian has collected reports 
of thirty eight cases in which the anti-tox 
ino was applied. Tho recoveries were 
twenty five and the deaths were thirteen 
This physician calculates thab under the 
ordinary treatment tho avorago mortality Ib 
50 por oont, for chronic oases and 90 por 
cent, for cases thab are acute.

Tho threo dayB' race meeting at tho Vic 
toria driving park which came to an end ab 
dusk lasb evening will go on record aa tho 
most deficient in enap and ginger of any 
gathering of tho kind in tho history of tho 
city. Ib IB truo thab a considerable out in 
tho track record waa made during the Bccond 
day, bub even thia does not begin to atono 
for the general mismanagement of tho 
events, or compensate for the $2,000 ex- 
penditure in prize money. In all tho threo 
daya' racing there was not ono really olose 
and oxoiting finish — nob one raoo in which 
tho verdiob hung in tho balanoo, and poople 
waited broathleBa and expootanb as the 
horses swung under tho wire. Yesterday 
waB infinitely bettor than the day before, so 
far as the handling of the races was con- 
cerned, but there was still plenty of room 
for improvement With tho contemplated 
transfer of the park under a long lease, and 
the construction of a mile kite track— all of 
which is spoken of as a probability of tho 
near future — it ia aafe bo Bay thab publlo 
intereat in horse racing will bo very much 
revived. Ib will nob be bold, however, if 
half hour waits between events are to bo the 
rule rather than tho exception. 

Yesterday there waa no record breaking, 
and bub one fixture on tho card that pro- 
duced anything of a oloae raoe — the throe- 
year old trot. There waa dlveraion enough, 
however, first in Brockaway'a adventure 
with Don — a runaway with a broken rein. 
Then a collision between tho runners Jim 
Murphy and Misty Morn furnished momen- 
tary excitement ; and toward the close of 
the day the two-year-old ovenb and the 
ateoplechase supplied tho comedy element. 
The feature of tho day was, howevor, the 
unique work of Snohomish Boy, with John- 
ston, hia owner, behind him, in the 2:30 clasa 
trot. The Boy wua a euro winner from tho 
abarb and wenb to the poat a 10 to 1 favorite 
or better ; the novelty in the race lay In hia 
quick recovory of hia feeb ab each skip, with- 
out Iobs of ground or peril of disqualification. 
In eaoh and every heat he broke repeatedly, 
bub every timo ib was just the same — ono or 
bwo plungea in tho air and then back to 
clean, level trotting as though nothing had 
happoned. A good share of the merit of tho 
performance doubb'.ees belongs to Johnston, 
but Viotoriana never before aaw a brotter re- 
cover quite as quickly as Snohomish Boy did 
yestorday. 

In the first heat of tho trot — tho prinolpal 
race of tho day — Tyoe gob away in bhe lead, 
Primoro and Snohomish Boy being ahut out 
in tho Btarb aftor twenty minutes wasted in 
aooring. Tho big bay gelding aoon got 
round on bhe outside, however, and ab the 
half mile mark led Tyeo and Primoro by two 
or three lengths, tho timo for the round 
being caught ab 1 15 There waa raolng 
between Prlmero and tho grey on the aeoond 
round, all the way down bhe backatrotob, 
but Primoro had the call, passing the grey 
nob twenty foot from tho wire and leading 
him under by a long neck. Snohomish Boy 
finished four good longtha in front, bub, for 
some reason nob yet apparent to the world 
ab large, bhe judges decided bo pub him back 
— oBtenBibly for orowdiog Hylaa Jim, who 
never came nearer than four longtha to him 
— and awarded the heat to Primero. The 
justice of the deciaion did not impreaa itself 
upon the grand stand — save tbab jubilant 
portion who held fiold tickets — nor on 
Johnston, tho owner and driver of the Boy. 

He started in tho aocond heat apparently 
with tho intention of abutting out ull hands, 
and bo well did ho succeed that Primero 
just oscapod tho distance fUg, whilo Don, 
Hylaa Jim and Tyee woro retired in dis- 
honor. Id waa in thiB heat that J. E 
Brockaway, tho driver of Don, diatinguiahod 
himself as a cool and bruvo man. Whilo 
scoring for a start tho broaking of a rein left 
tho horse maater of tho situation, and ho 
promptly started round the track on his 
own account at a pace that meant mischief.

Report of W, J. Sutton to tho Government 
on tUo Freclous Metals. 

Following is tho report of W. J. Sut 
ton (assistant profo-sor of geology and 
mineralogy in tho Michigan sohool of 
mines) on tho geological formations and 
the precious metala of that portion of 
Alberni known as tho China Creek 
basin : 

• Eon Co! Baker, Provincial. Secretary and 
Minister of Maie-i, Victoria. 
Sin,— In compliance with your letter 
of instructions dated June 27, 18!)5, 1 
have the honor herewith to submit my 
report upon the mining section com- 
prised within the China and Granite 
creek basins, Alberni district, Vancouver 
Island. 

In taking a general survey of the 
country under consideration before en- 
tering into specific details, a glance at th 
map of Vancouver Island will show the 
rugged, mountainous nature of i 
terior. The mountains of Vancouver 
Island are comprised within what has 
been called tho Vancouver range, it be- 
ing tho most westerly of the four .great 
ranges or systems of mountains in British 
Columbia embraced within tho Cordil- 
lera belt. Commencing at tho most 
easterly, we have first the Rocky Moun- 
tains, then the Gold range, next the 
Coast range, and, finally, the Vancouver 
range, running more or leas parallel in a 
north-westerly and south easterly direc- 
tion. 

The Vancouver and Gold ranges have 
many features in common m their 
auriferous schists and altered volcanic 
rocks. The Gold range, being composed 
of a number of minor ranges, namely : 
Cariboo, Selkirk, Purcell and Columbia 
ranges, has thus far produced moat of tho 
mineral wealth of tho Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia. The Vancouver range is 
the north-western boundary of tho con- 
tinent of Nortli America, as thoro ia only 
a narrow submarine plateau extending 
beyond it, then a quick descent into the 
azuro depths of tho great Pacific. 

Comparatively little is yet known re- 
garding the goology of tho interior of 
Vancouver Island, partly owing to its 
rugged nature and thick undergrowth, 
also to the limited amount of geological 
work thus far undertaken. The compli- 
cations of structure presented can only 
be satisfactorily worked out by a compre- 
hensive survey of the whole island, and 
therefore properly comes under the pur- 
view oi the geological survoy of Canada, 
and I would respectfully draw your atten- 
tion to the needs of the province in that 
respect. 

THE VANCOUVER RANGE 

consists for tho most part of an enormous 
series of eruptive rocks, intorbedded with 
limestone, argillito. quartzite, etc. This 
great mass of volcanic material and inter- 
bedded sedimentary rocks has been 
grouped together and provisionally called 
the Vancouver series by Dr. Selwyn. 
The series amounts to many thousands of 
feet in thickness, and will most likely be 
found to cover not only triassic and car- 
boniferous rocks, bet oven lower in tho 
geological scale. The limestone portion 
alone attains a thickness of several thou- 
sand feet, and Dr. Dawson has suggested 
limiting the series to the triassic rocks 
when they shall have been distinctly 
separated. Tho wlioln region has suf- 
fered great disturbance, and it might be 
termed a region of turmoil and chaos. 
Volcanic outflows on an enormous scale 
have occurred at repeated intervals, long 
periods intervening, during which the in- 
terbedded sedimentary rocks accumu- 
lated. Tho amount of volcanic breccia 
and tuff is also a remarkable feature of the 
period, a largo exposure of which may be 
eeen along tho Alberni road at Cameron 
lake. All this groat series has under- 
gone extensive metamorphism. Tho lime- 
stones have become highly crystalline, 
and show few fossils. The argillites have 
become semi-crystalline and more or less 
chloritic schists. Tho eruptives, although 
originally basaltic and trachytic lava 
tlowa, have undergone such alterations 
that we have now diabase, diorite, felsite, 
etc. A largo proportion might be called 
greenstone, their greenish appearance be- 
ing due to alteration products such as 
chlorite, viriditu, etc. Smiiio of these ex- 
tremely altered eruptives might, from a 
lithological standpoint, bo regarded as 
very low down in the geological scale 

Tho interior of Vancouver Island lying 
north of Cowichan lake and extending 
through to Alberni appeals to be the rem- 
nant of a high, elevated plateau, the 
mountain peaks now remaining having an 
elevation of about 4,000 feet, which is 
about tho average height of moat of the 
principal mountains of the island, tho 
highest being Victoria Peak, with an 
elevation of 7,484 feet. 

Lying uncomformably on tho Vancou- 
ver series is quite a large area of creta- 
ceous rocks, forming a sort of fringe along 
tho east coast of Vancouver Island, and 
embracing the coal areas of Cowichan, 
Nanaimo and Coniox. 

At the head of Alberni canal tbero 
is a basin of sedimentary strata, consist- 
ing of sandstones, conglomerate's and 
shales, which have boon referred to as tho 
cretaceous, but from observed litholi 
differences I am inclined to question 
whetnor they belong to the same horizon 
as the coal-bearing area of tho east coast. 
A shaft was sunk on the shale near the 
head of the canal about seventeen yeara 
ago, but no distinct coal seam was ex- 
posed, although tho shales were highly 
carbonaceous. I came across outliers of 
these sandstones and shales in tho China 
Creek basin, to which I shall liavo occa- 
sion to refer later on. 1 have also seen 
similar sandstone and conglomerate on 
tho border of Cowichan lake. 

It ia interesting to note in this connec- 
tion that almost every creek and river on 
Vancouver Island ahowa at least one or 
two colors to the pan. Leech rivor, in 
particular, yielded considerable gold to 
the hardy miners of the early sixties, 
variously estimated from one to two hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

China creek has been worked for its

as far back as 1862, principally by China- 
men, and haa yiolded about §10,000 by 
tho moat primitivo methods — tho pan, 
shovel, rocker and sluico-box. Consider- 
able gold has alao been taken out of Gold 
rivor by tho Chinoso, but nothing defi- 
nite can bo obtained regarding its yield. 
Tho black sand along tho north ahore, 



Scott, contains considerable Sue gold 
similar to that found along tho coast of 
Oregon and California. 

All the streams which have their 
sources in tho auriferous belt under con- 
sideration show strong colors to the pan. 
I may mention tho following : Cameron, 
Nanaimo, Nitinat, Cowichan and Frank- 
lin rivers, China, Shaw and Granite 
creeks. It must not be overlooked that 
placer gold has been deposited by a natu 
ral process of concentration by an ex 
tensive orosion of tho surrounding conn 
try, and is not to bo entirely depended 
upon as a linger index to the extent of 
tho gold yet remaining in the hills. 

Starting from tho Alberni settlement, 
where a number of pioneers are busy 
clearing land in that fertile valley, China 
crook is reached by a good pack trail, 
which passes over a comparatively level 
valley along which a good wagon road 
could bo easily built. Tho trail strikes 
China crook about eight miles from tho 
Alberni settlement, oppo?ite tho Catar 
act hydraulic claim, and then follows tin 
bank of China creek up to its source, tin 
Golden Eagle basin. 

AIoul' the trail several exposures of 
syenite can be seen. This syenite ex- 
tends over a large area, as shown on my 
sketch map herewith, and forms, I think, 
the palreozoic floor upon which the Van- 
couver series who laid; wherever met 
with, it was found to underlie all the 
other formations. It is a typical syenite, 
showing the hornblende in well defined 
crystals but considerably altered. It 
contains very little mica, and a small 
proportion of quartz, although quartz u( 
curs locally in sufficient abundance t 
make it a hornblendic granite. Syenite 
occurs as bedrock along nearly the entiri 
length of Granito creek, from which it 
has derived its name through the miners 
regarding it as granite. 

Small outliers of the sandstone previ- 
ously mentioned were exposed along the 
trail, which no doubt originally covered 
the whole valley, but has since been de- 
nuded. There is a large body of this 
sandstone overlaid with shalo, com- 
mencing at Mineral Mound No. 12 and 
extending up to near Mineral Mound No. 
15, on China creek. It is exposed along 
the beds of Mosquito and McLaughlin 
creeks, extending into tho foothills, and 
also forma a rim around Mount Patl 
Patlicant. Thero is a fine exposure of 
these strata at a high falls on McLaughlin 
creek, there being a perpendicular drop 
of ]o0 feet. Hero they appear to lio 
horizontally, but in passing around 
Mount Patl Patlicant to tho west thoy 
form a spiral, and crop out near tho top 
of tho mountain on the south side. 

A (ii)Oli EJfPOSURE, 

showing this twist, is on a bluff at the 
head of Child's creek. The most re- 
markable oxposuro of this sandstone is 
at its contact with the Vancouver erupt- 
ives, well exposed in the bed of China 
creek above Mineral Mound No. 15. 
Hero tho sandstone dips under eastward 
at an angle of 00 degrees, which may bo 
explained as a complete overthrow of tho 
strata or a reverso fault — pre-supposing 
that the eruptives antedato the sand- 
stone. There is about 2 feet of fluccan, 
Mid the sandstone ia very much indu- 
rated at the contact, tho eruptives also 
being very much altered. Tho deepest 
section of those sedimentary strata would 
amount to about 000 feet of sandstone 
and 400 feet of shale. No evidence of 
coal was anywhere seen. 

Tho sandstone near Mineral Mound 
No. 12 graduates into coarse conglomer- 
ate containing largo boulders of syenite 
near its contact therewith. 

Mount Patl Patlicant has a Dipping of 
eruptive rock, probably phonolkw, which 
rests upon tho shale above mentioned. 

The gold belt on China creek lies oast 
of this sandstone, the formation being al- 
most a typical section of the Vancouver 
series, consisting of diabasic, dioritic and 
foldspathic rocks, more or less schistose, 
with interbedded limestone, argillito and 
quartzite. These eruptive rocks have 
undergone remarkable alteration, especi- 
ally m the neighborhood of Mineral 
creek, where they become greenish-gray 
schists, only showing their eruptive 
origin under the microscope. A glance 
at the map will show that a large number 
of claims have been taken up on Mineral 
creek, but no doubt quite a number of 
these claims have been recorded on the 
strength of juxtaposition to those looking 
well. 

Tho first four claims recorded on this 
creek were tho Alberni, Chicago, War- 
spite and Victoria, tho location of which 
can be best understood by referrini/ to 
the map. These claims are now under 
dispute, and have been staked and re- 
stated, so that in one spot, the south- 
west corner of the Alberni claim, there 
are no less than sixteen stakes, a photo- 
graph of which I herewith enclose. 

On the Alberni claim two veins of gold 
quartz have been exposed. Tho lower 
vein has about 2 feot of a crystalline 
quartz containing free gold disseminated 
through the quartz in fine particles, and 
in some placeB plainly visible to the 
naked eye. Tho gold is associated with 
small grains of blende (black jack) in a 
somewhat peculiar manner, so that the 
presence of blende is an index to tho oc- 
currence of gold. Tho gold shows signs 
of crystallization when highly magnified. 
The vein dips about 65 degrees to the 
east, with a strike of north 15 degrees 
east, and conformable with the bedding 
or foliation of the country rock, and 
therefore may be classed aa a "segre- 
gated " vein. Tho upper exposure of 
gold-bearing quartz is a narrow vein about 
a foot in width, cutting across the forma- 
tion about north-east. Tho gold occurs 
in tho same manner as in tho other 
vein. 

The country rock of tho Alberni claim, 
as already mentioned, is a greenish-gray 
schist, being an igneous rock highly 
metamorphosed through hydro-thermal 
agencies.

occura on the Chicago, Warspite and 
Victoria claima, alao on tho claims lying 
north and south of those claima. 

There are two quartz veins exposed on 
tho Chicago claim, ono of them lying in a 
lino with the main Alberni ledgo, and 
appears to bo a continuation of it. It is 
tho same width and has the same dip and 
strike. 

The Missing Link and Champion 
claims, lying north of tho Alberni, show 
several quartz outcrops. Two veins 
eighteen inches in width woro uncovered, 



little work had been done, tho veins hav 
ing boon only just discovered. 

On the Crown Point claim there is a 
lenticular body of quartz 2 feet in width, 
cutting across the formation, exposed for 
about 40 feet. 

On the Mountain Rose there is a quartz 
vein about two feot in width, also run- 
ning at right angles to tho formation, and 
exposed for aluut 50 feot, when a slip 
causing a fault was encountered, beyond 
which the vein has not been traced. 
This vein carries considerable chalco- 
pyrito disseminated through tho quartz. 
The country rock is an argillaceous sclr'st 
or slate, with the line of foliation running 
due north and south. This schist is well 
exposed on Drown croek, running across 
the Vancouver claim. 

Beyond those 1 have mentioned very 
little work has boon dono on the claims 
in this section, so that it would be prema- 
ture to form any dofinito conclusions re- 
garding the permanency of the auriferous 
deposits. The majority of tho veins are 
nterbedded or "segregated'' veins, and 
have tho appearance of being of a some- 
what lenticular character, similar to the 
(piartz veins in tho Allegheny Mountains, 
and a large proportion of tlie gold-bear- 
ing veins of California. Thoy are L'ood 
types of segregated veins, and contain 
the usual constituents of gold, pyrites, 
blende, galena and chalcopyrite. 

It has boon advocated that veins of 
this description are less persistent than 
true fissure veins ; that thoy are rich 
near the surface, and frequently termi- 
nate by pinching out in depth and hori- 
zontal extension ; but recent mining 
operations have demonstrated that segre- 
gated veins may extend to great depths 
and lie of considerable extent. They 
often do not differ in any way from true 
fissure veins except that thoy run parallel 
instead of across tho strata. 

The achista in the neighborhood of 
Mineral creek have a strike nearly north 
and south, and I would therefore recom- 
mend tho prospector to oxamino carefully 
tho country lying duo north and soutli of 
this crook. I understand that somo good 
prospects have been discovered since my 
return, on a creek called tho Yellow- 
stone, lying duo north from Mineral 
creek. 

Mineral Creek follows tho line of 
bedding of an intorbedded strata of cal- 
careous material, or impure limestone, 
heavily studded witli pyrites, the croek 
being confined to this bed its entire 
length owing to its being softer than tho 
neighboring rock, and thorefore more 
easily eroded by the watercourse. 

In a similar way, a number of other 
creeks in the neighborhood ^ere observed 
following down tho interbedded strata of 
limestone so common to that section. 

OOLDEN EAGLE. 

Considerable work has been done on 
the CJoldon Eagle claim, at the head of 
China creek, whore the trail ends. Two 
cabins have been built about five chains 
apart, in what is known as the Golden 
Eaglo basin, which is about ton acres in 
extent and completely surrounded by 
high, precipitous mountains 4000 to 5000 
feet in height. 1 enclose somo photo- 
graphs showing the extremely rugged 
nature of this part of the country, which 
look like scenes in tho Alps. 

The basin is beautifully situated for a 
stamp mill or other works which might 
be needed in working tho mines, and 
thero is a plentiful supply of wator and 
timber. The Goldon Eagle ia about half- 
a-milo from tho cabin, and ia reached by 
a gradual ascent of about 500 feot up tho 
foot of Mount Saunders, which is covored 
with heavy debris from the mountain. 

Tho quartz vein upon which tho work 
has boon dono ia exposed along the ridge 
of a " hog's back," with snowslides on 
either side. Tho ridge is covered with 
timber, which serves as a protection from 
the heavy snowslides that would other- 
wise be a constant menace. 

Tho vein is crystalline quartz, with a 
largo percentage of pyrites. There is 
dso interspersed through the quartz 
somo blonde, galena, chalcopyrite and 
arsenopyrite, making in toto about 10 
per cent, of sulphurets. The vein aver- 
ages about three and a half feet in width, 
widening to sovou feot and narrowing to 
a few inches. 

The hog's back appears to bo an in- 
rusivo boss of diorite which has under- 
one local metamorphism. At a Bhort 
istanoe from tho vein, tho hornblende 
of the diorite has undergono alteration to 
mica, immediately adjoining the vein 
the mica diminishes, so that it becomes a 
leached foldspathic rock which might be 
class ad as a felsite. Tho vein has a 
banded structure, and has every appoar- 
mco of being filled by lateral secretion 
Mid deposition, and possibly some re- 
placement of tho country rock with vein 
matter. 

Four tunnols have been driven in on 
the lodge. The lowest tunnol, or No. 1, 
is in 44 foot, with an oxposuro of seven 
foot of solid vein matter at the entrance 
and three and a half feet at the breast 
Tho strike of the vein ia S. 30 dog. W. , 
and dip about 70 dog. to tho E. Tho 
vei n .below this tunnel appears to widen 
very rapidly, but could not be followed 
on account of a anowslido. The next 
tunnol, or No. 2, is about 100 feet per- 
pendicularly above No. 2 tunnel, and Is 
05 feot in length. Tho vein in this tunnol 
averages nearly throe foot, being well 
mineralized, with well defined walls. Tho 
next tunnel, or No. .'{, is about 100 feot 
abovo No. 2, and is 46 feet in length. 
In this tunnel tho vein pinches to a fow 
inches. No. 4 tunnel is .'J2 feot in length, 
on a small stringer. 

On the upper side of tho hog's back 
there ia an expoBuro of gold bearing 
quartz very similar in character to tho 
main ledgo, but whether it lias any con- 
nection 1 would not venture an opinion 
without further development. 

A largo number of claima have been 
recorded around the Golden Eaglo, but 
no development work of any importance 
lias boon dono upon thorn. 



vein is a narrow scam along tho side of 
a dyke. 1 was informed that it was 
widening below. 

The c luntry rock consists of schists 
cut through with numerous felsito dykes, 
which can bo plainly seen running up tho 
mountain sido. These igneous injections 
produce conditions favorable to tho con- 
centration of tho precious metals— in fact, 
it has been contended that tho presence 
of gold in veins is always in conjunction 
witn intrusive rocks, that the gold has 
been carried up with the outflow of these 
eruptive rocka. Without fully accepting 
this theory, it is generally believed by 
mining men that some eruptive action is 
essential to effect tho necessary condi- 
tions for tho concentration of motils in 
veins. Tho occurrence of auriferous de- 
posits in conjunction with dyke3 is par- 
ticularly exemplified throughout Califor- 
nia, and, apart from any theory in 
connection thorowith, wo may naturally 
oxpect to find tho same conditions hero. 

It is now well established that tho 
motals occurring in veins m the form of 
ores have been deposited by tho chemical 
solution of their ingredients from the 
surrounding cuuntry rock. The princi- 
pal difference of opinion, over which thero 
lias lately been a warm controversy, is, with 
regard to tho stro-s laid upon lateral 
secretion or the ascension of the mineral 
bearing solutions from great depths. 

A number of claims have also boon 
staked off m juxtaposition to tho King 
Solomon, upon which very little work 
h is been done. The ridge on tho oast 
side of the King Solomon basin, of which 
Hanson heights is the summit, is very 
much stained with iron oxide, due to the 
oxidation of the sulphurets with which 
tho whole region is heavily charged. 
Hanson heights is a highly crystallized 
diorite, it being the aame as the summit 
of Mount Saundord. 

On tho trail, below the cabin on Mc- 
Quillan creek, is a notable outcrop of 
jasper, or jaspilite — a name given tho 
rock by Dr. Wadsworth. Somo of this 
jaspilite is heavily charged with heamtite, 
and is identical with tho jaspilite occurr- 
ing in association with tho grojit iron 
deposits of Northern Michigan. This is 
the only placo 1 found it in situ, although 
I mot with float pieces all over tho 
district. It may only occur as an inter- 
bedded layer similar to the quartzites in 
that locality. Adjoining it on tho ono 
Bido is a large bed of argillaceous schist, 
somewhat ferruginous, and on tho other 
sido crystalline rocks. 

CHINA CREEK, 

for a distance of about twelve miles is 
taken up under hydraulic leases. Several 
companies are actively at work prospect- 
ing and developing their claims. A dam 
was undor construction at the Cataract 
claim at the time of my visit, which I 
understand haB since beon completed 
Tho company expects the water turned 
on in a few months. 

Thoro is a very heavy fall to China 
creek, and a numbor of canyons, making 
it very easy to dam and secure a head of 
water for hydraulicing purposes. The 
creek at its lowest singe would givo about 
2000 inches of water. By careful man 
agement, so that the first outlay in bring 
ing tho water upon the ground is not too 
largo, thero is overy reason to bolievc 
that the creek will yield a good return to 
tho enterprising miners. Some of tho 
benches show many colors to the pan. Mr. 
Frank McQuillan, tho voteranjproapector, 
deaervea especial mention for his perse- 
vering efforts in drawing tho attontion of 
capital to tho " golden " prospects, and 
1 noticed his gold pan shono like a mirror 
from constant use. Mcsars. Jonoi A 
Garrett, propriotora of the Constanco 
claim, havo dammed China creek and cut 
a trench to change tho channel. They 
havo a stretch of about three-quarters of 
a mile of tho creek-bed ready for sluicing. 

Mr. London was ground-sluicing on tho 
Lulu claim, at the mouth of Mineral 
crock, with the view of proving up his 
cluim ; ho had not made any cl tan-up, 
but had considerable of tho yellow metal 
in sight. 

Messrs. Gloison & Young wore sinking 
a shaft on Mineral creek a thort distance 
up tho stream. They are in hopes of 
being able to get down to bedrock and 
drifo in on their placor claim. Somo 
very coarse gold was obtained on this 
claim with surface sluicing. 

.1 udging from the small samples 1 was 
able to see, tho placer gold of China 
creek appears to consist of two distinct 
[ualitieB. The paler gold comes from 
tho vicinity of Mineral croek, as 1 did 
not detect any of it in panning abovo it. 
Tho darker gold is much more worn and 
smooth, and likely conies from well up 
tho creek. In panning along tho creek, 
I noticed quito a number of small pieces 
of gold with quartz adhering to them, 
which did not have the appearance of 
having travelled any distance. Thoro 
are evidences all along China creek of the 
Chinese having skimmed the rim rock. 
They do not appear to havo done any 
extensive sluicing.

KING SOLOMON. 

A good deal of work has beon done on 
tho King Solomon c'aim, situated on tho 
divide at tho headwaters of McQuillan 
crook, a branch of China creek, but I 
was unable to fully examine tho open cut 
which had beon made on tho ledgo on 
account of its being filled with snow. 
The ravine where the claim is located lies 
between Mount Saundora and Mount 
McQuillan, at an elevation of nearly -1000 
feot abovo sea level, so that snow remains 



In passing down Alberni canal from 
tho settlement, carbonaceous shale can 
bo soon exposed along tho shore at the 
old Alberni sawmill aite, lying almost 
horizontally. F tillowing down the shore 
of the canal, about a mile soutli, syenite 
outcrops for a short distance, and ia then 
replaced with a blackish, almost aphan- 
itio diorite, which constitutes the body 
of Copper mountain. This formation 
extends" along tho shore down to a short 
distance below where the Esquinialt & 
Nanaimo railway boundary lino crosses 
tho canal, where syenite reappears and 
extends down to Hiwatches or Franklin 
rivor. 

A good contact of this blackish, fine- 
grained diorite with tho syenito may bo 
seen on China crook, about midway bo- 
tween Mineral mounds Nun. 5 and li- 
the syonito dipping under tho diorite 
westward at an angle of about 65 degrees. 

Thero is an old tunnel half-way up 
Copper mountain, and facing tho canal, 
which was run in tho year 1805, follow- 
ing a cropping of chalcopyrite, which 
suddenly gave out 

I may mention that numerous veins of 
chalcopyrite have been found in tho 
diorito of Vancouvor Island, but havo 
not beon found sufliciontly strong to ho 
worked, such ss : Sansomo narrows, 
Cedar hill, Cowichan bay, Cowichan 
lako, etc. 

At JHiwatches rivor there is a good 
trail starting from tho bay below 



claim on Granite creek, which is a branch 
of Hiwatches rivor. 

Some placor mining has beon done on 
Granito crook by tho following minors 

H. McCoy, VV. Poole, H. Hanson, Win. 
Lindsay and G. Carman. 

(food pay in coarse gold was obtai 
along somo of tho crevices, but tho crook 
being very rapid, and tho boulders lar 
it was found that ground-sluicing would 
not pay very well. Some of tho benches 
givo colors to tho pan and may prove to 
bo sufliciontly rich to pay hydraulicing. 

Some work has boon done on the Star 
of the West claim, located on McCoy 
crook, a small tributary of Granite creek. 
Tho vein is quartz with pyrito and con- 
siderable calcite. The vein is about 
5 feet in width where it has been ex- 
posed, and it may bo traced a short dis 
tance along tho creek with a strike of N 
50 deL'. E. The country rock is syenito 
on both sides. A ton of rock from the 
Star of the West, shipped to the Tacoma 
smelter, gave a return of $10.00 in gold. 

The Islander claim, adjoining the Star 
of the West, shows an exposure of basic 
ore along the bod of McCoy creek whicl 
is composed of the usual combination of 
sulphurets. 

The Nevada claim also adjoins the Star 
of the West, being ono of those in juxta- 
position. 

Six miles up Granite creek from these 
claims a number of claims woro recorded 
on a branch called Poole creek. 

Tho Starlight claim, located on this 
creok, cariies free gold, which can bo 
seen with the magnifying glass in very 
fine grains peppered through the rock 
a similar manner as at Mineral crook, but 
tho associations are different. In* the 
Starlight the gold is intimately associated 
with small grains of galena, instead of 
blonde as at Mineral creok. 

The Starlight can hardly bo called a 
vein, but is rather an oro body charged 
with gold by percolating waters. An ox- 
posuro of about 7 feot has boon blown 
out without any well defined walls. 

TUB COUNTRY ltOCK 
appears to be a diabase that has under 
gone extensivo alteration by the leaching 
process of chemical solution so prevalent 
in this district. The oro body consists of 
quartz, pyrite, galena, calcite, etc. Cal 
cite is a common ingredient of noarly all 
the veins in this locality, showing that 
tho solutions were highly charged with 
carbonic acid — tho calcium being derived 
from tho feldspars in the rock. 

A remarkable feature of this whole 
region is tho prevalence of foldspathic 
rocka with no froe silica. 

A largo sample from tho Starlight as 
sayed $10 to tho ton in gold. 

Adjoining the Starlight are tho Texas 
and Emma claims, upon which a small 
amount of work has beon done. 

Two claims called tho Tangent and Big 
Galena havo boon taken up at the head- 
waters of Museum creek. They show a 
good exposure of quartz containing dial 
copyrito and blonde. A sample from 
tho Tangent gave 13 ounces per ton in 
silver. 

Two mile3 below Sweet Wator Meadow 
on Granite creek, no*r tho divide, as 
shown on map, five claims have been re- 
corded on a large intrusive boss of gran 
ito upwards of 1,000 feet across. It is a 
fine grained granite with numerous quartz 
veins, and heavily charged with sulphur' 
ots. Although tho assays made havo 
been small, still it is a remarkable min 
oralized mass, and will justify a thorough 
prospecting. In one spot I camo acroas 
somo chalcopyrite associated with molyb- 
denite. It is interesting to note the 
common occurrence of molybdenite 
throughout British Columbia in associa 
tion with copper ores ; it has boon found 
in numerous places but only in small 
quantities. 

A good trail could easily bo cut from 
the end of the present trail at tho Star of 
the West claim up Granite creek to this 
divide, and leading over to tho Nitinat 
river, at a small oxponso ; it would bo a 
great convenience to the miners and 
prospectors in getting in their supplies. 

LIMESTONE. 
A moat remarkablo body of limestono 
outcrop in what Phave called Limestono 
mountain, at the head of Hiwatches 
river. There ia an abrupt escarpment, 
almost perpendicular, of not less than 

I, 000 feot of crystalline limestone, show- 
ing well the lines of stratification, and 
dipping about 16 degrees to the south. I 
did not succeed in obtaining any fossils 
except a fow crinoidal stoma. A similar 
mass of tho same kind of limestono occurs 
on tho west side of Mount Douglas, show- 
ing a good exposuro on tho oast sido of 
Hidden lake, thoro being a vortical sec- 
tion of about 500 foot. All these lime- 
stones are highly crystalline and more or 
less dolomitic. Thoy boar a great re- 

nblanco to several other largo deposits 
on tho island, such as at Home lako, 
Kennedy lako, Nootka sound and on 
Texada island. 

In conclusion, 1 m»y state that 1 found 
it necessary to spond a largo portion of 
my time in working up the geography 
and topography of the country examined. 
In order to do so I had to climb many 
precipitous blutls of no particular goo- 
logical interest, but which enabled mo to 
obtain more accurato information regard- 
ing the location of tho different claims, 
otc, which I havo embodied in a caro- 
fully prepared map of tho mining dis- 
trict.

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THE BOARD OF TRADE TRIP. 



Good RcsnltH Likely to Follow Their 
Visit to West Kootcuay 
Mines- 

Further Details of the Trip— Un- 
bounded Hospitality Extended 
Everywhere. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Naktjbp, Sept. 18.— The iaaue of tho 
board of trade's excursion to Kooto- 
nay has been more happy than 
even tho moat hopoful could have pro 
dieted. Tho extension of Victoria's trado 
will bo ono of its fruits ; Kootenay'a miner 
al wealth and importance will bo appreciat 
ed on the coast, and a bond of good-iuilow 
ship established between ita people and tin 
residents on tho CDaat. Each of tho excur- 
sionists has had hia eyea opened, surprlaei 
coming in unfailing succession aa the oxcur 
aioniats proo edod, each new revelation 
seomlng greater than its predecessor. Tbo 
wonderful scenio beauties of tho Columbia 
and Kootenay rivers, and tho Arrow and 
Kootenay lakes, hemmed In by tho soa of 
Bnow-capped mountainB, impressed tho Vio 
toriana. 1'he whole-souled hospitality of 
tho people of the interior dolightod thoin, 
and tho manifest evidences of tho diitrict's 
mineral wealth astonished them beyond 
measure. They realize that the Kootonay 
ia yot in ita infancy aa t, mineral country ; 
yet they can see that ita commerce has 
already assumed considerable dimensions 
They are convinced that ita advancement 
will be great and rapid and that its general 
mercantile business will keep pace with Its 
minora! development. Victoria through its 
board of trado has mado tho first) organized 
endeavor to secure this now avenue of com- 
merce, and tho reception which ita mombera 
received ia the beat of indications that) tho 
Kootenay merchants are prepared to do 
bu8incHs with thorn. It is not diflicula to 
see how the interoata of Kootenay and tho 
coaat can be unified, how thoBO two aootlona 
may be worked together for mutual good 
and develop the rcBources of tho provlnco 
for the general advantage of ita people. 

The benefit from such a aystem will not 
ba all on ono side by any moans. The visi- 
tors have seen sufficient to convince them of 
tho mineral wealth of Kootenay. .Already 
some of them have mado investments in a 
Btnall way, others on a larger scale are in 
embryo, and investments of groater magni- 
tude will undoubtedly follow when the vis 
itora have had an opportunity of reaching 
the ear of looal capital and urging KoMenay 'u 
claim for consideration. Kootenay requires 
large appropriations for public works, such 
aa trails, eto. The visitors have boon mado 
acquainted with the importance of thia re- 
quirement for the firab time and return to 
Victoria pledged to exort tho influenoe of 
the board to secure the necessary work a for 
Kootonay. In short, as British Columbiana 
bhey desire to identify themselves with the 
dovolopmont of tho district, and the assist- 
ance which they oan rendor in this rospoot 
will be no email return for the advantages 
incidental to Kootenay'a trade. The hos- 
pitality of the people of the different towns 
has been uniform. They Bpared no pains to 
entertain their visitors and fully inform 
them of the wealth of the district. Tho 
owners of the mines at which tho party 
called showed a hospitality and courtesy 
peculiar to the mining camp alone. This 
waa espeoially the case at the Noble Five, 
Deadman, Last Chance and Northern Balle, 
where food and shelter were provided for 
which no remuneration would be accepted. 

The Silver King, on Toad mountain, waa 
the first mine vlaited. R. I£. Lemon placed 
a double team at the dlapoBal of aome cf the 
visitors, and others secured saddle horses, 
Geo. A. Bigelow escorted the party and, as 
D. R. Ker expressed It, shortened Ita vr~y 
by furnishing information concerning every- 
one and everything In tho district in hia 
own essentially emphatic and piotureeque 
Weatern stylo. At the mine M. S. Davys, 
superintendent, took tho party through tho 
workings. Much haa been written concerning 
the Silver King, the quantity of ore in sight 
and the probable extent of the ore body, but 
one can ha\e no accurato conception of it 
without a visit. Though the same amount 
of work haa not been done upon tho Silver 
King aa upon tho Slocan Star, sufficient has 
been done to establish its claim as ono of 
the greatest bodies of high grade ore In 
existence. There is a oonsiderable force 
of men working in the mine, opening lb up, 
and preparatlona are being made to work 
the mine on a large scale. An aerial tram- 
way from tho mine to Nelson ia all bub com- 
pleted and arrangements have been perfooted 
for the erection of a smelter at Nelson to 
treat the ores on the spot. It was the dis- 
covery of this property which materially 
hastened tho discovery and development of 
Southern Kootenay and aa the viaitora 
atood looking ab tho immense showinga on 
the property lb was nob difficult for them to 
envy the man who in looking for a worthless 
ciyuse which had strayed away stumbled 
ucrons the now famous Stiver King. 

Geo. A. Bigelow alao led tho way to the 
Boorman, a few miles out of Nelson. This 
is a free milling gold property. It in a Bmall 
" proposition " but has poid handsomely 
since opened up, having paid for itaolf times 
over. Thero ia a small stamp mill on tho 
property, which is run for a short period 
aaoh season, notting a handaomo proiii to 
tho ownors running from £100 to SI 75 por 
day. Tho Boorman was located oarly in tho 
history of Nelson camp by P. MoDougall 
and hia partner. In 1889 J. C. Davenport 
and the famous J. F. Wardner Btartod into 
tho Kootenay to purchaso tho property and 
on reaching tho proaenb Bite of Nolaon aacor- 
tained that thoy were each ufter tho eamo 
property. To dooido tho matter they pro 
poaed a game of "sevon up." Davenport 
won and ho completed tho purchaso of the 
property for §30,000. The failure of Huaaey, 
the Spokane banker, who was Intorcstod In 
tho property, Intorforod with tho working 
for some time but tho whole is now in tho 
hands of tho Davenports and thoy pound out 
tho yellow metal as continuously aa their 
water supply will pormit. 

On Saturday a visit waa paid to tho Pilot 
Bay Binoltor and Blue Bell mine on Koot- 
onay lake. A. B. Hendryx, the principal 
owner, rocolved tho party and showed them 
through tho oatabliahment, partioulara of 
which appeared in a previous letter. The 
oro was followed in its progress from tho 
bargeB through tho ooncontrator and waste, 
and watched as it apurtod from tho atook 
into the bullion moulds. Mr. Hondryx ac- 
companied tho party to tho Blae Bell mine, 
which is operated by tho smelter company. 
The amay.omonb of the visitors when thoy 
were brought face to face with the vast oro 
Indy in this mine was very groat, and tho 
spectacle of a acoro of figures " grouping " 
around the roomy chambers in tho mlaty 
candlelight was a sight in Itaolf, Kaslo 
was reached late in tho ovoning of tho samo 
day, where a number wore in waiting, 
hoadod by Mayor Koon, to ahow tho viaitora 
tho "elephant," which terminated with an 
hour at tho "Comfque," whore a'novel per- 
formance was put upon tho haards for the 
especial entertainment of the visitors. 
Oa Monday morning Proaldont Munn and 



Contractor Guthrio gave the party the first 
trip over the Kaslo & Slocan road to the 
Soventoon-Mllo House at the end of tho 
track. The trip waB made in very good 
time, the only incident being the startling of 
a bear and her cub, which icimpored off up 
tho bill in full view oi tho party. At the 
end of tho line Secretary Ehvorthy produced 
the parly'a " life preserver," and President 
Ker proposed a voce of thanks to Messrs 
Munn and Guthrio for thoir courtesy, 
coupled with beab wishes for the 
success cf tho enterprise. President Munn 
repliod britlly. Thia was followed by throe 
hearty choera for tho railroad and its 
officora. Ab the Seventeen-Mile House 
Messrs. D R Ker, F. Elworthy, Robt. K 
R Casaidy, H G. Wileon.G. A. Kirk, Colonel 
Prior, Robt. Green and your correspondent 
secured Baddlo horaos and started up tho 
Jackson baain on a viuit to tho Slocan mines. 
When two hourB cut a very dlaagreeahle 
rain began falling, which kept up till tho 
Northern Bell mine was roached. HeroRobt. 
Jackson mado tho party welcomo and Mrs. 
Jackson prepared refreshments, which wore 
most welcome to the cold and soaked trav- 
ellers. Mr, Jackeun took the party over 
tho mine aa ho did your correspondent two 
weoka before, and aftor gettine woll dried 
tho party started in better " spirits " for tho 
Noble Fivo divide at the head of tho baain. 
Thia ia a ateady climb on a narrow trail, but 
tho oayuaea were vory Euro footed and the 
nervoumeis const quent upon ridirg along 
the edge ol a mouutain with a sheer drop of 
2,000 or ."1,000 foet bolow you, wore off. 
As tho party becamo moro at homo they 
wero enabled to appreciate tho boauty of 
the uurrouudirig Bconory, especially when 
they roachtcl tho enow-clad aides of the 
mountain with glittering peaka in all direo 
blona. Tho divldo waa roached in oomothing 
loss than an hour, and tho descenb com 
monoi tl on the Carpeutor Uroek side of the 
mountain. 

The Noble Five mlno was reached at 
o'clock, whero half of tho party wero biktn 
caro of by Oliver Seaton, ono of tho owners"; 
thero maindor accepting tho hospitality of 
Mr. Miller of tho Deadman mine. Tho ex- 
cursionists wore glad to retire early and 
wero aatir before u o'clock (Victoria time) to 
witness a mountain sun riee. It waa a sight 
worth soeing and ono nob easily forgotten, 
the effoct being peculiarly beautiful aa the 
sun tcucued ono Bnow poak after another, 
causing thorn to shino with the brilliancy of 
diamonds. Tho air was notioeably light 
aad promoted good lung exercise. After 
inspecting the Noble Five and Deadman 
mines a visit waa paid to the Lost Chance, 
the greatesb Bhnw mlno in the camp, ita 
two leet of solid bright galena being the 
moBt bewitohing Bpootaclo witnessed on the 
trip. From hore tho party descended to 
Sandon, whloh was reached at noon, from 
which point a visit waa paid to tho Slocan 
Star. Hero Mr. Bruco Whlto took tho party 
in hand and conducted them through the 
mine, going into all tho stopes and tunnels cf 
this tho beob developed mlno in tho country 
Work ia being pushed on a concontrater 
for tho property with a capaolty cf 150 tona 
per day to be run by a Pelton water wheel 
of 85 horse power. Thereare about'20,000tona 
of concentrating oro on the "dump" ready 
for the mill, which will be in operation in 
January and will multiply tho output of the 
mine by six. 

Three Forks waB reached In the evening, 
when the whole party book a special train for 
New Donver. Hero an excellent cabinet of 
tbo orea of the Slocan Lako country was ex- 
amined. Thia ia a now aeotion in which o 
dry ore holt has been diacovered of wonder 
fully high values. Thero are no trails in the 
district, but tho ore is of such high value 
that considerable work has been done upon 
the claima, several of whloh will 
make small trial shipments thio wine 
ter. Your correspondent willmakeatrip into 
the district next week, when authentic in- 
formation concerning the district may be 
expected. Wednesday morning tho party 
took in an excursion down Slocan lako on 
tho steamer W. Hunter. Connection was 
made with the Nakuap train at Roabery. 
At Nakusp a wind up social funotion fol- 
lowed, which, in the language of Mr. Cas- 
sidy, was tho best " proposition" of all. 

D R. Ker will IcavothepartyatRevelaloke 
for Edmonton on a businoea trip. Mr. Caa- 
eidy while looking up a mining "propo- 
Bitlon" at tho Galena Farm miaaed tho train 
and will be three days behind tho party in 
oonsequonoo.

THINNING FRUIT. 



It Makes a More Profitable Crop and Save* 
tho Trees. 

Tho ncixt essential thing after yon 
have got your fruit started, says Mr. .T. 
H. Hale, tho Connecticut fruit grower, 
is a judicious thinning of it. I believe 
the thinning of apples should begin 
when they first begin to bear. A well 
planted and well fed tree will begin to 
bear ear lj. Only let ic bear a little. Al- 
low sonio of the strength to go into the 
development of the fruit, buds for next 
year. Next year t bin pretty closely ; then 
by and 1)3' you will build up an orchard 
that will have no off years in it. Thine 
isn't an off year. It is because tho ap- 
ples are in the hands of an off man. 
Thinning constantly wonld bring it into 
constant bearing. 

It is seed growing that exhausts the 
vitality. There are no more seeds in a 
large fruit than in a small ono, and a 
large one doesn't lake anymore vitality 
out of a tree. If a Keiffer pear tree has 
on it a thousand pears, and you take off 
JiOO of them, tho balance will weigh as 
much as the whole of them and bring 
moro money, weakening the tree only 
half as much. Our rule for thin- 
ning peaches is not to leave ono within 
four inches of another. This covers tho 
ground with green fruit and looks like 
destruction, but at tho end of tho season 
tHaro are more bushels than there would 
have been. 

Thin by hand. Put; stepladders under 
the trees and put boys on them whoso 
bump of destructiveness is largo, and 
tell them to go ahead. Wo begin when 
tho peaches ore three-quarters of an inch 
in diameter, mid take everything that is 
curculio stung and diseased. These we 
£,c\rt aw;;y and burn, Tho test that are 
token oil are dropped on the grOP.'nd and 
loft there. In future Our three or four 
year old peach trees shall not bear over 
250 peaches ; our four or fivo year old 
trees not over 800, and full grown trees 
not ovor 500. That means six inches 
apart ; 500 peaches on a tree will make 
six to eight baskets of fancy fruit. Three 
thousand peaches to a treo won't mtiko 
wore, nor sell for moro money, and tho 
trees are mined. — Hartford Times.
